== WONDERFUL TOWERS

Mome of the Most Remarkable Rtructures

of the Kind In the Waorld.

The ancient city of Pisa, Italy, is fa-

mous for its andd muagnificent

structures, some of which have very in-

teresting stories. None of them, how-

ever, is so wonderful as the celebrated

leaning tower. This building was

commenced in 1174 by a Pisan archi-
teet, named Bonanna, by Willinm of

Innspruck. It is of eylindrieal form,

one hundred and seventy-nine feet

high, fifty feet im dinmeter, and leans

twelve feet nine nches from the per-
pendicular. It consists of cight stories,

each of which has an outside gallery

projecting from it.  From the smmmit,

which is reached by several hundred

steps, a beautiful and extensive view
muny e had of the surrounding coun-
try. The misconstruction was discor-
ered before the tower was finished, and
the upper tiers were so shaped as to
partly connterset the arcutation. At
the top of the tower seven mmense
bells were eo placed, as by their
woeight, to counterbalance the leaning
of the tower.

The highest tower in the world is at
Cremona, in Northern Italy; it is three
hundred and ninety-six feet high. It
was begun in 1223, and the bells which
are in it were cast in 1578, An astro-
nomical elock, made in the year 1504,
is placed in the thinl story.

The Florentine eampanile was com-
mencedd in 1334, by Giotto, the great
painter, architect and senlptor. He
commenced the erection of the tower
with the determination to surpass all
th ancient structures of this kind, both
in height and in richness of design.
But Giotto, having died in 1336, the
tower was l“umplrl’.l‘d by Taddeo Gaddi.
Its height is two hundred and seventy-
six feet, and itis divided into four tiers

It is of equal dimensions from bottom
to top, and is built on the Italian Goth-
ie style. On the basement floor there
are two rows of tablets in relief: lhr}'
are the work of Giotto.  There are also

many beantiful statues on the upper
tier. " It was the original desigo of
Giotto to have a spire surmount the

present tower, and the columns which
were to support it may still be seen on
the top of the building.

The famous tower known as Giralda,
is sitnated at Seville, Spain. This tower
when originally built by Phillip Gue-
vars, the Moor, was only two hundred
and fifty feet high, Bot in 1568 a oz
nificent belfry one hundred feet hizh
was sdded, and it is now the scco d
highest in the workl.

The campanile was called Giralida,
becanuse of the brazen weathereock in
its top story. Albough the figure
weighs a ton and a hall, it is easily
turned by the wind. It is said that a
very fine campanile was situated at
Salisbury, England. It is supposed e
have been two bundred feet high, and
was probably destroyed by Sir Thoinas
Wyatt, the younger, while leading an
insurrectionary moh.— Lowuisviile (Ky.)
Chutiook.

Toothsome Boiled Bread.
